A deep ({loom hovered over our 
city Thursday afternoon when the 
hwrt-rendinK news that Mr. Fred 
G. Morris, ajred 2^ years, of this 
citVt and Miss Allene Wayman, of 
*Kew Albany, Ind.. had been 
drowned while ridinj; in a small 
boat ahoQk a qaarter ot a mile 
ab&n tha dam at Howards' Mill, 
in Slate Creek. The ill-fated 
couple were accompanied in the 
boat when it orertarnfld in aome 
unaccountable manner by Mr. 
Bobert Stone, one of the proprie- 
tors of the Mt. Sterlinff "Ganfe, 
and Miss Florence DawaoD, also of 

fNew Albany, and it WM only by 
expert swimminf and woodarfal 
endurance that Mr. Stone waa en- 
abled to save the life of his com- 
panion. Both Mr. Morris and 
Mr. Stone were expert swiuunara, 
and it would have been an easy 
matter for Mr. Morris to have 
saved himself but, like the brave 
boy that he was, he chose to per- 
ish rather than not save the life of 
hia eompanion. 

Immediately after the tragedy 
automobiles were rushed to tlie 
seene and the Hfekaa bodicp were 
soon rescued and brouylit to this 
city and prepared for burial. 
Belatives of Miaa Wayman arrived 
here Friday and her body was ta- 
ken to New Albany for burial, 
while her sarvivinir companion 
kwas rushed to a hospital in I^ex- 
itiKton, where she lies in a critical 
condition. 

The funeral of Mr. Morris was 
held at the tirave in Machpelah 
Cemetery, Saturday afternoon, 
conducted by Rev. H. D. Clark. 

He is survived by his mother, 
Mrs. Martha Morris, who was in 
Miaaoari at the time of his death, 
and who arrived here Friday nijfht 
ou the late train, which was held 
88 minotaa in LoaiaviUa, In order 
to allow her to make connection. 
9oe biater. Miss Louise, and one 
brother, Mr. Bojr L. Morria, alao 
survive, all of whom have the 
deepest heart-felt aympathv of 
thIaMitira eomnnnity in the loas 
ol their loved one.

Apples thrive on a ureat varie- 
ty of soils, but io geoeral UMiy 



clay loaiu. Any land that will 
itrow jrood crops of corn or irish 
potatoes is considered lit for an 
orchard provided the location is 
such that the land will drain readi- 
ly. Trees caanol thrive in thiti, 
Ijadly worn soil or where an im- 
pervious 3ubsoil is near the sur- 
face. 8uch a soil is liable to hold 
too much moisture, tlicreliy caus- 
ini; the trees to be stunted and 
weakly. If it is neoessarjf to plant 
an orchard in a soil that holds too 
much moisture, provision should 
be HMult for arllflelal drahMMre 
before the trees are planted. 'I'ile 
is the most satisfactory drainuifc 
to install, even if the laithil eost 
is a little hii{h. Brush and stone 
draius are uusatislactory because 
tin y have to -be taken up and 
placed ill order too often in order 
to keep theui io good working coo 
ilition. 

Soil containinK abundant plant 
food slii>uld he selected for the 
orchard so as to insure a vigorous 
and hardjr growth fiwa tho vovy 
start.

Before locating an orchard for 
coiiiinereial purposes it is well to 
Ko into a community where apples 
aie already being grown commer- 
cially, because the markets in 
such a rejrion arc already well es- 
tablished. The fact that there 
are no orcharda in a region should 
not prevent one from iiou\n into 
tho fruit growing business pro- 
vided he has the proper conditions. 

For an orchard lo he sik( ( vsful it 
should bo located where there is a 
eood local market, or wherothe 

transpoi tation facilities are fftoA, 
Plant as close to a railroad an poa- 
sible so as to a«<M kma hsuls and 
danger of bmiaiog the fruit be- 
fore it reachea the market. There 
are many fne fhitt locatioos in 
Kentucky, dose to good markets 
and withlA tMi hauling distance 
of the nrftreads. The land in 
many cases can be boujihl very 
cheap and with a little time and 
! work it can be made very valu- 
able for orchard purposes.

Young Women and Carpentry., 

A number of youu)£ women in | 
Toledo are taking lessons in the | 
carpentry department of the city's 
Manual Training School. A class 
of this kind is rather unusual, but ^ 
lessons in carpentry will do the { 
young women no harm, and the | 
knowledge obtained is more than | 
likely to "come in handy." | 

Presumably these women stu- 
denta at Toledo are not endeavor- 
imr to qualif.v themselves for mem- 
bership in the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of Amer- 
ica, or for carniini a livintj b.v 
building houses or working at re- 
pair jobs. As a matter of fact, a 
little knowledge and experience in 
the carpentry line would be a good 
thing for the great majority of 
the VmarieaB people. 

Thflre are men in plenty who 
cannot make a decent job of driv- 
ing a nail and who cannot essay 
the performance of hamiuerinu: 
half a doi^en tacks without emerg- 
ing from the engageoaent with a 
damaged tinker or thumb. There 
are those who cannot make a saw 
follow a alraight Ui|a for • natter 
of thraa or itoar fcuhia while saw- 
ing aboird« and whoaannot bit 
twice in the saase plaea with aa ax 
or hatchet. There ara doians of 
little trivial jobs anMod a house 
which call for a ■odlcopi of car- 
pentry skill, but which hardly 
justify the trouble and the expense 
of calling in s real carpenter. 

If the man of the house, or th" 
woman of the liouaa, for that mat- 
ter, be possessed of any uecbun- 
icai knowledge or constructive 
talent, it will be possible to tide 
the household over many little so- 
iioyancee and save naanjr somUI 
bills for repairs. A few of tlie 
simpler tools of the carpenter's 
t sada ahoal d ha fai ovary hoosa. It 

is of t;reater importUiO thgtOOBM- 
body in Uie liouao ttoold know 
how ta aaa thoM. It la net always 

possible to secure the services of a 
carpenter when they are needed.

In 
spite of hII IhHt has been done to 
prevent, this scale hits spread 
ataadily, and baa now completel.r 
oc'cnpiod Kl)<)iit nil the best fruit 
tiruwin^ tcriilur.v of tite United 
States. Fruit srowar* have never 
lul l In iIchI with a pesl so diiliLult 
to suppiesa and sr. tfcnerally and 
ooDeuttilly deetmetiT* to all deeid* 
iiOO* tree fruits since fruit iriovr- 
ioff became a business in America. 

A beam of liirht is thrown on 

this soincwliiit yloomy sitiiiitif)n 
l)y the appearance recently of 
small iDscct paraaite* that bid fair 
to check the injuriea of San Jose 
scale and to render tbe work of 
keepins the orchards and narseries 
in uood condition much less difli 
cult. These panisites have been 
reared-dnrint; the past summer in 
numbers in the Division of Ento- 
mology and Botany of the Ken- 
tucky Experiment Station at Lex- 
ington. This new friend ia a 
mere yellow speck, liurdly recog- 
iiizable as an insect except by its 
movements, yet it is a hi);hl.y or- 
irani/.ed four-wiiitred tiy, belong- 
ing; to the same group of insects 
as the hooey bee. Its .young, a 
small white ttrnb, lives within tlie 
bodies of tbe scale insect, and 
n ambers of the scales from trees 

iiliout liexiiiirton, Harbourville, 
Fineville, and elsewhere in East 
em KentQcky, may be seen to 
have a round hole in the hack 
tliruuuh which the inutnrc parasite 
has emerged. Trees recently 
iliickly covered wiih scale atid ap- 
parently doomed, buve shown a 

lecided relief from the injury this 
sea<^oii as a result of the benetici 
ent work of these small dies. 

At the request of the Illinois 
State Entomogiat a package of th 
iiarasites has just been sent to that 
"^tate with a view to establishiuy 

lie parasite there. Eventually it 
hoped that it can be made to oc- 

iipy all of the region invaded by 
ihe scale. 

Several other enemies of the 
scale are under observation at the 
Station, one of them, the grab of 
)i small, black lady beetle, having 
lone on some trees as good work 
in redaeing the acale as ita minute 
issociate. An elfort will l)c made 
luier to distribute these insects to

bound to encounter. 

Such talk as thia is the veriest 
nonsense and clearly indicatce the 
groaa ignorance of the speaker, 
Asa matter of fact the weekly 
press of .\nieiica never stood on 
such tirm ground as it does today, 
and was never so prosperous. Nu- 
merically considered, the weeklies 
exceed all other publicaf ions. Av- 
cording to A.yers iJictory the total 
of all issues last year w** 84,881, 
of which 17,'J.S.') were weeklies.
